The assessments in Kern county 
foot up to $3,583,440. 
The total valuation in Sierra county 
reaches $2,195,317. 
The farmers at Vineland are cutting 
and threshing their grain. 
The hay crop around Mooney Flat, 
Nevada county, is considered good. 
There are eucalyptus trees at W il­ 
mington, four feet high 
and four 
months old. 
H. 
L. Hatch, of Indian Fprings, 
Nevada county, lias 30,000 viues in 
full bearing. 
The Manzanita Mine, in Nevada 
county, lias just cleaned up, with a 
result of $30,000. 
The Sisters of Notre Dame, Santa 
Clara, are making extensive additions 
to their college buildings. 
* 
The Governor appointed John W. 
Oeer on Monday as Commissioner of 
Deeds, to reside at Silver City, Ne­ 
vada. 
The Vallejo Savings and Commer­ 
cial Bark has declared a stockholders’ 
dividend of one per cent, for June, 
payable immediately. 
Dr. Mussy, of La Porte, the other 
duy, picked up a hundred dollars’ 
worth of nuggets in the rocks in his 
diggings at Gibsonville. 
The mountain valleys of Tehaehe- 
pai, Cummins Valley and Bear Val­ 
ley, with C00 population, have no mail 
facilities and want them. 
The cost of celebrating the Fourth 
of July in Gold Hill was $2,100. The 
Teceipts were $2,157, leaving a balance 
over expenditure of $57. 
On Thursday a stroke of lightning 
eet tire to a stack of hay belonging to 
a Mr. Matthewson, near Rio Vista, 
and destroyed about thirty tons. 
By last Saturday night track-laying 
on the extension of the San Joaquin 
Valley Railroad had been extended to 
within two miles and a half of Kern 
river. 
• 
Robert Chalmers is jus't starting a 
fruit-drying establishment at his place 
in Colomo, El Dorado county. The 
apparatus to be used is the American 
fruit-dryer. 
Fifteen sail-makers who were at 
work on board the Pensacola, at the 
Mare Island Navy Vard, were dis­ 
charged Saturday evening. 
Orders 
have been received to make the sailors 
do this work. 
Thirty-three men were taken upon 
the Mare Island Navy Yard in the 
Steam Engineering Department Sat­ 
urday, and forty more in the same de­ 
partment Monday—making seventy- 
three workmen. 
The San Joaquin Valley Sportsmen’s 
Club otters a reward of $25 to the in­ 
former for each conviction for viola­ 
tion of the game law in that valley. 
The State also gives the informer one- 
half of the fine imposed. 
The Trustees of the Vallejo Ship­ 
building Association held a meeting 
Monday evening and sigued articles 
of incorporation, which provide for the 
establishment of a ship-yard, building 
ships, 
etc., with 
a capital stock 
fixed at $50,000 and divided into 2,000 
shares. 
Charles Krug’s wine-cellar and dis­ 
tillery, about seven miles from Calis- 
toga, was consumed by fire Saturday 
afternoon. 
The loss will be about 
$49,000, with only about $8,000 insur­ 
ance. The fire was caused by the ex­ 
plosion of a brandy cask that was be­ 
ing charred inside. 
A meeting of the Yuba county Board 
of Equalization was held at Marys­ 
ville on Friday. In the matter of the 
application of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road for a reduction of assessment 
from $126.960 to $95,220, the same was 
considered, and, after considerable dis­ 
cussion, denied. 
The Nevada Transcript says, Robert 
Little, a resident of North San Juan, 
committed suicide on Thursday night, 
in the County Jail, by cutting his 
throat. Mr. Little is an old and high­ 
ly-esteemed resident of San Juan, and 
is regarded as being worth somewhere 
between twenty and forty thousand 
dollars. 
When on the summit of Mount 
Diablo, last Saturday, Governor Stan­ 
ford declared that lie liad gained a 
better and clearer idea of the geogra­ 
phy, topography, and natural trattic 
movement routes of the interior of the 
¿State, in the hour spent there than all 
the study, travel, and observation for 
years previous had given him. 
The railroad property in San Joaquin 
county has been assessed at $1,407,308, 
divided as follows: California Pacific 
Railroad Company, $5,800; Contract 
and Finance Company, $32,675: Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroatl Company, $1,041,­ 
291; Stockton and Visalia Railroad 
Company, $251,843; Stockton and Cop- 
peropolis Railroad Company, $75,699. 
New barley commenced to come in­ 
to the tíakerslield, Kern county, mar­ 
ket, says the Courier, a week ago. 
The yield is remarkably good, but, 
owing to the vast increase that has 
taken place in population and busi­ 
ness within the past three months, 
there will not be sufficient to supply 
the demand, and a large importation 
will be necesearj 


Nevada Items. 


The amount of ore shipped from the 
Comstock ledge by the Virginia and 
Truckee Railroad, to the mills on the ' 
Carson river, during the month of 
June, aggregated 23,870 tons. 
Some parties who were taking out 
ore from the Pioche mine on shares, 
had twenty-three tons crushed at the 
Floral mill, which yielded the hand­ 
some sum of $5,300, being 81 percent, 
of the assay value. Some of the bars 
range up to 920 line. 
The Winncmuca Register of Friday 
states that De Lacy, the new mail- 
contractor 
from 
Winnemueca 
to 
Idaho, entered upon the performance 
of his contract on the 1st instant. The 
amount of his contract is between 
$16,000 and $17,000 per year. The old 
contractors received $77,000—a small 
difference in the value of labor. 
The Pioche Record, of the 9th in­ 
stant, says: “ Last evening A. Lincoln 
died very suddenly, of lead poisoning, 
it Í9 supposed, contracted while work­ 
ing at the mills in Rullionville. 
He 
came up from the latter place day 
before yesterday for medical treat­ 
ment, and yesterday morning was 
thought to be somewhat better^ liut in 
the afternoon- was taken with a re­ 
lapse, and expired in a few hours.” 
The Virginia Chronicle of the 13th 
instant states that the intensely hot 
weather of last week was very severe 
upon the miners in the Consolidated 
Virginia. Four or five upon a shift 
would be so overcome by the heat at 
once that it would be necessary to 
hoist them to the surface to prevent 
their fainting. The company do all 
they can to minister to the comfort of 
their men.

Cucamonga Association. 


This place is already famous for its 
wines and climate. I t is to become 
more famous as a beautiful town, vil­ 
lage or city. The proprietors of the 
grant are m aturing a plan for laying 
an immense iron pipe high up into the 
rugged cañón, and conducting the 
water to great reservoirs on the beau­ 
tiful, but now useless plateau below. 
The plan embraces also a survey of 
the tract into twenty-acre homestead 
lots, and a distribution of w ater to 
each lot as incident or appurtenant 
lo the land—the right to water pass­ 
ing with the land. The scheme is a 
great one, combining public as well as 
private considerations, and capable of 
success to all parties if honestly and 
eilieiently executed. 
It will soonat- 
tract much attention at home and 
abroad, and hence we propose to give 
as accurate and reliable a description 
of the place and its surroundings as 
we have been able to obtain from reli­ 
able parties who have been over it. 
Cucamonga lies on the line of tlie 
Southern Pacific Railroad, about forty 
miles east of Los Angeles and twelve 
miles from Spadrn—the present ter­ 
minus of that road. 
It is an elevated 
inclined plane—a plateau or mesa— 
with gentle slope to the southeast. 
Its elevation is such that a view from 
it can be had over the valley in every 
direction. The highest land is proba­ 
bly fifteen hundred feet above the 
level of the ocean, and the Cucamon­ 
ga mountains immediately behind it 
are 8,246 feet high. The 
mountains 
here range a little north of east and 
south of west. 
The base is substan­ 
tially the same as the foot slope of the 
San Gabriel, in the neighborhood of 
the San Gabriel Mission. 
It is a con­ 
tinuation of the same range and the 
same orange belt. The soil at first 
glance looks a little poor and forbid­ 
ding at this season of the year. It is 
dry, sandy and gravelly—decomposed 
granite and mineral rock—the qual­ 
ities of the m ountains behind it in­ 
cluding iron and 
black 
sand, 
all 
mixed with more or less vegetable 
mold. 
It would be classed by geolo­ 
gists as a granitic soil on account of 
the preponderence of the 
granite 
source. 
It is in fact a mixed 
soil 
compounded of granite, mineral and 
vegetable elements. On some portions 
there are patches of cobble rock, also 
some waste land in the watercourse— 
the “ wash.” There is very little veg­ 
etation on it at present, and that con­ 
sists mostly of small grass and wild 
sun-flowers. The land, as it stands, 
without water, is nearly valueless; 
with water its production is m arvel­ 
ous, as attested by three or four or­ 
chards and vineyards on adjoining 
parts of the tract. 
W e shall continue 
this subject and speak of the water, 
climate, 
productions, and building 
materials, at another time. 


The Bolsa Chico Whari. 


Coi.o n e l O l d e n , who was in the 
city yesterday, informs us that the 
contract for building the Bolsa Chico 
w harf is let, and that the work will be 
commenced immediately and pushed 
forward as rapidly as possible. 
We 
take it for granted that this new w harf 
will be built, and in its construction 
we can see a very strong argum ent for 
the speedy extension of the railroad 
from its present term inus on to A na­ 
heim. 
I t is asserted that the Bolsa 
Chico w harf will be extended to a 
depth of water sufficient to enable the 
largest steamers now on the coast route 
to load and discharge cargo without 
danger to vessel 
or 
wharf. 
This 
being 
the 
case, 
a 
large 
area 
of 
grain 
field 
around 
A naheim 
will pour its products on Bolsa Chico 
wharf. 
The railroad company will 
lose all the freight as things now 
stand, but they have it in their power 
to prevent the loss, and they can best 
do this by extending the road from 
Los Nietos to Anaheim. It is a plain 
case and needs neither argum ent to 
support nor a diagram to illustrate 
its importance. The railroad m ana­ 
gers need not devote a great deal of 
time to studying the situation. It ex­ 
plains itself. The w harf will be built, 
and it will be built right away. 
The 
railroad must also be built, or the 
company will lose the freight trade of 
a broad, rich area. 


Not Bearing Good Fruit. 


Local Option does not appear to have 
accomplished a great deal in the way 
of reform. 
In those places where no­ 
license has been voted by the people, 
the law is openly defied—violated with 
im punity. 
In Yolo county the saloon 
keepers continued to retail liquor after 
no-1 Ícense had carried; yet the Grand 
Ju ry paid no attention to the violation 
of the law. 
In Oakland a num ber of 
parties have been indicted, but no hope 
of a conviction is entertained by the 
temperance 
advocates. 
In 
places 
where license has won the day, the 
spirit of defiance manifests itself in an 
increased consumption of spirituous 
liquors. 
After the experience already 
had, it seems scarcely possible th a t 
one-half of the good hoped for will 
result from Local Option. At least we 
shall relearn the lesson which toadies 
t he great difficulty of legislating mor­ 
ality into a people. 
W e have spent a 
great deal of money—enough to have 
purchased a few million temperance 
tracts and a dozen good libraries. W e 
have generated more bad feeling and 
w arm blood than the moral suasion of 
a host of ministers will allay in a de­ 


cade. 
We have made enemies of 
friends and wo have spread dissension 
all over the State, and the consump- 
tian of whisky remains about the 
same. We hoped for much from Local 
Option, but we fear our hopes will 
never attain fruition.

Professor Denton’s third lecture was 
as great a success as his first two. He 
commenced by 
sa y in g : 
W e have 
traced our planet over a great space of 
its progress, and find th at anim al life 
first began in the water, as the land or 
solid portions of the earth was too hot. 
So with vegetable life, it began in the 
ocean, but unlike animals, as fish be­ 
ing few and sm all at first, 
vegeta­ 
tion was enorm ous— vegetable life 
greaL 
In all stages new forms of life, 
anim al and vegetable, appeared as old 
forms departed. 
W e next notice the 
.carboniferous period or formation, 
t Using the charts, he pointed out 
m any mysteries not explained by ge­ 
ology.) 
W e fiud the oldest portion of 
this formation in the ocean, too. 
He 
explained the conglomerate forma­ 
tions, then dwelt especially 
upon 
lime-stone formation. 
In some in­ 
stances three-fourths of these stones 
are. Formed of little insects, and it is 
proven that they were only the joints

of anim als and there are thousands of 
millions of them found in lime-stones. 
Caves are in limestone formations 
and are found by water, at first only 
dropping into crevices thence flowing 
through the earth. 
Echo 
river in 
the M am m oth Cave, Kentucky, has 
been at work forming th at 
cave, 
and is still at work for untold ages. 
It probably originated by a drop of 
water dropping into a crevice followed 
by another and so on accumulating, 
forming a stream and after myriads of 
ages lias done its present work. 
I 11 
the carboniferous formations we find 
the coal measures. 
W h at is coal ? 
how found ? etc. 
It is vegetable m at­ 
ter pressed together and shut out from 
light and atmosphere. 
The growth of 
vegetal ion was enormous. The plants 
of bogs and marshes running up to 
hundreds of feet. That it is vegetable 
m atter is proven by tbc forms of 
branches and leaves of trees in the 
formations 
of 
shale 
above, 
and 
the roots of trees 
in that below 
these eoal beds. 
Before 
man, or 
even anim al 
life, everything was 
adapted to the enormous growth of t lie 
vegetable kingdom. 
The earth was 
one great hot-house—crust thin, evap­ 
oration great, consequently great rain­ 
fall and great heat. 
W e will see how 
large t lie vegetable kingdom grew 
when wo consider that it took t hree 
hundred and sixty feet of vegetable 
m atter to make one foot of anthracite 
coal, and some of these coal beds are 
forty-five feet thick. Thus it would 
take more than sixteen thousand feet 
of vegetable m atter to form such a eoal 
bed. 
The first generations of trees 
bad only the original soil to grow in; 
the later have grown on their tops, 
over thefn. 
Changes took place much 
faster in the carboniferous times than 
now. 
Forests of enormous growth 
have risen and fallen. Tiius land and 
water have changed places, and it is 
demonstrated in some places that there 
have been seventy such changes. 
A 
majority of t lie plants were ferns in 
the early ages; they are adapted to 
moist, warm climates. 
H e has seen 
in oue coal mine in England seventy 
horses and five or six hundred men 
two thousand feet below the surface. 
It is estimated th a t there are one hun­ 
dred million tons of eoal in the. mines 
of Great Britain; yet the time will 
come when this will be exhausted and 
she will have to look to Brother Jon­ 
athan for eoal. 
It is estimated that 
there may he iu the United .States one 
million million tonsofcoal. 
lie next 
explained the saline formations. 
Of 
one thousand parts of the waters of the 
ocean, twenty-seven parts are salt. 
Here another science comes to our aid. 
It is only through chem istry th a t we 
can understand this subject. 
As in 
the history of animal life zoology and 
geology go hand in hand, and explain 
each other, so have geology and chem ­ 
istry coincided precisely. 
We cannot 
follow the learned 
lecturer further, 
interesting as lie made the subject, 
but advise everybody to attend his 
future lectures, and enjoy the rich 
treat so seldom given to the Los A n­ 
geles people. 
The 
Professor has a 
iiappy faculty of am using liis audi­ 
ence, as well as instructing them, and 
often brings the house down w ith ap­ 
plause and laughter. The subject to­ 
night is “ Animals of this period, or 
the ago of reptiles.” 


Not Guilty. 


The case of the People vs. Jaim e 
Fernandez occupied the attention of 
the District Court through the whole 
of Thursday and Friday, and was con­ 
cluded at a few minutes past 10 o’clock 
last night. 
It will be remembered 
th at Fernandez was indicted for the 
murder of an old m an named Mendi- 
oroz, committed on the 9th of Juno, 
under circumstances which seemed at 
the tim e to be most flagrant. The par­ 
ticulars of the affair were reported in 
full at the time, but wo recapitulate a 
few of the principal points, 
A feud 
had arisen between Fernandez and 
the family of Mendioroz, about a dog 
and some trivial matters. 
I t seems 
th at in the bad blood thus engendered 
Fernandez offered some real or sup­ 
posed insult to the wife and daughters 
of Mendioroz, and on the evening of 
the 9th of June lie was called to an 
account for this by the old man. 
H igh words followed, and the result 
was th a t Fernandez drew a revolver 
and shot Mendioroz dead. 
On the 
trial the wife and daughters of the 
murdered m an testified, substantially, 
to the facts as given above, and fur­ 
ther, th at after the 
husband and 
father was shot, he drew a small dag­ 
ger, which he always carried on his 
person, and attempted to follow his an­ 
tagonist, but fell to the ground im m e­ 
diately thereafter. 
Two other wit­ 
nesses, brought by the defense, testi­ 
fied th a t they saw the shooting, and 
that before Fernandez produced his 
weapon and fired, Mendioroz drew his 
poinard and made a pass at him. Upon 
this 
testimony the 
defense 
was 
based, claiming th at Fernandez acted 
simply for self-preservation. 
The 
counsel on the part of the defendant 
was Mr. FrankG anabl, and the prose­ 
cution was conducted by Col. V. E. 
Howard, District 
Attorney. 
Both 
sides were ably argued. 
At 7 o’clock 
last evening the argument was closed 
anil the jury retired; at 10 o’clock a 
verdict of “ not guilty ” was returned. . 
Much interest was felt in the ease, 
and a strong popular feeling existed 
against the accused. W hether he was 


guilty of a wilful m urder or not 
guilty, as decided by the jury, can 
only be decided in th a t Supreme Court 
to which, one day, the case must be 
appealed for a final adjustment. 


Anaheim and Vic nity. 


TH E PROPOSED BOLSA CHICO W H ARF 
Is located three and a half miles west 
of the present Anaheim Landing. By 
a careful survev it is demonstrated 
that at two thousand feet there is 
twenty-one feet of water at extrem e 
low tide. Therefore the contract is let 
to build this wharf 2,000 feet long. 
Eighteen hundred feet of it is to lie 
sixteen feet wide, and two hundred 
feet is to be eighty feet wide. The pier­ 
head is to he unusually strong—in 
fact, the whole wharf is to stand 011 
the best of redwood piles. The con­ 
tract is with Mr. E. Gav, an old con­ 
tractor, for $30,000, and it is to lie fin­ 
ished by December 1st. The location 
of this wharf is central for the valley, 
thirteen miles from Anaheim, trie 
same from W ilmington, the same 
from Orange and ten miles from Santa 
Ana. 
It is protected from the south 
and southwest winds by the Catalina 
Islands, and from tlie west and north­ 
west winds by San Pedro heads. N oth­ 
ing has ever given so much encour­ 
agement to the people of A naheim as 
this great enterprise. 
The survey of the Rancho las Bolsas 
y Paresdes has just been completed. 
This ranch has recently been patented 
by the U. S. Government to the Los 
Angeles and San Bernardino Land 
Company. 
Many inquiries have recently been 
made relative to lands, and the pros­ 
pect is there will be an acquisition of 
m any settlers to this section the pres­ 
ent season.

If long, arduous and brilliant service 
under adverse circumstances and in 
i nhospi table cl i mes entitles a regi meut 
to anything, surely the Twenty-third 
Infantry deserves well its Command­ 
er’s and the country’s gratitude.

E d i t o r H e r a l d : —We cordially ac­ 
cept .your strictures on our article on 
Local Option, and take 110 exceptions 
to the working of your blue pencil, as 
th at is your prerogative, and one 
which you should always exercise, 
when in your judgm ent (as the edi- 
torof a public journal), you may think 
best for the public good. 
You fear 
that we have a confluent attack of 
Local Option; you need not fear any 
longeron th at score, as the word con­ 
fluent means, to run together; and we 
will have to go through a radical 
change before we run with Local Op­ 
tion or any other option that is op­ 
posed !o the principles of free govern­ 
ment, and the vested rights of Am er­ 
ican citizens. 
You say of our arti­ 
cle th at we are radical on the subject 
of 
legislative 
prohibition, in 
the 
whisky traffic. 
If earnestness and 
honest convictions of the theory of 
the pian we propose is radicalism, 
then we plead guilty. 
You accuse us 
of denouncing those th a t entertained 
a different opinion to ours on this 
subject, and did not accord to them 
due respect for their opinions. 
We 
probably should have been more par­ 
ticular in qualifying our denuncia­ 
tions, but we supposed that our quali­ 
fications were sufficient to show who 
was meant as fanatics. 
W e stated 
that we did not charge all advocates 
of Local Option as intending a wrong, 
but they were honest in their inten­ 
tions for good.
